Alfalfa and‘all other legumi, 
must have certain bacteria 
living on their roots, in order 
and give good yields. These 
nitrogen gatherers, tliat is to say, they 
have the ability to the ‘ 
gas from the soil-air which igest 
and assimilate, By certain processes 
peculiar to themselves and certain other 
co-ordinating bacteria, thie gas is work- 
ed over chemically and is changed into a 
salt called nitric-nitrogen. which is the 
only torm of nitrogen available to the 
plant roots, asa plant food. 

There are some ten elements nedessary 
in the soil as plant food; of thése ten 
there are three elements with which we 
are mainly concerned. They are potas- 
sium, phosphorus and nitrogen. The 
other seyen are absolutely essential, but 
tortunately we usually bave an abun- 
dance of them and they therefore need 
cause us but little worry. Of the three 
main plant food elements, the nitric- 
nitrogen is the most deficient in quantity 
indeed, it often happens after several 
bumper grain crops, ave been taken 
off, that the lack of sufficient nitrogen is 
very noticeable, in subsequent growing 
crops. And right here is where Alfalfa 
comes into its own, It not only produc- 
es good paying crops, but by virtue of 
its little guests---nitrogen gathering 
bacteria---much more of the element 
nitrogen than meets the needs of the 
plants. is stored up in the soil. Finally 
when the alfalfa is plowed up, not only 
the soil’s nitrogen content will be in- 
creased, but it’s nfechanical nature will 
be imoroved also. The decaying roots 
produce humus. A soil without tiumus 
is like builder's pilaster without an ad- 
tixtare of haire- hard te ¢

several methods are used to inucutste. 

1, The “‘Soil-Transfer'’ laborious and 
cumbersuwe, but good; 

2. By using ‘‘Vure Culture’ which bus 
proven fairly satisfactory and 

3. The ‘‘Glue-soil’’ method, 

Thia last has been used quite extensive- 
ly by our Agricultural Branch and bes 
given excellent results in every case. It 
is simple, easy and effective. 

To inoculate Alfalfa take: 
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(1) 8 ounces of ground furniture glue 
and dissolve same in 1 gallon of warm 
water; 

(2) Pour this mixture over 1 bushel of 
seed (60 pounds) piled in a heap on can. 
vas. Stir with bands until every seed is 
moist. 

(3) Sift JY gallon of soil made fine, 
taken from a healthy inogulated alfalfa 
field (taken from top-foot) over moist 
seed and etir until every seed is cogted 
with dirt. 

(4) Spread out seed in thin layer and 
dry in the shade. Plant within 24 hours 

{5] If sowed broud cast harrow in 
seeds immediately as bright sunlight for 
any length of time will kill the germe,
